THE BEST OF THE PAST 

When programming scanners with over 30 
channels, it is suggested that you program in 
your "key " frequencies more than once. Here in 
Paulsboro, we program the County fire dispatch, 
154. IJO, in channels #1, #11 and #21. Also, 
the Gloucester County main Police frequency of 
158.970 is programmed in channels #2, #12 and 
#22. Most of the other frequencies are only 
programmed once except for our Paulsboro 5-1, 
or SWO, switchover, LG or local government 
freq. is programmed into channels #15 and #50.

Our town of Paulsboro, like -many other towns 
and cities, has burglar alarms wired to. a control 
panel in the police station. When an alarm 
cones in, the dispatcher radios to the cars, 

"Code 29 (alarm activated) at (location) 102." 

Gradually, thru dispatcher carelessness, or 
more often due to lost alarm code lists in the 
squad cars, we have uncovered a good portion of 
the business code list. Fran that list we have 
come up with a pattern that may help you learn 
the same breakdown for your area. j 

Code 100 & up = banks and savings & loans 

1 200 & up = private residences 

300 & up = business establishments 
. 400 & up = schools 

500 & up = factories (no money on hand)
